We Southern farmers are about 
the most wasteful 
whole world. It seems to me that 
we have never learned the art of 
saving as we should, I long to 
see the day when I can foree my 
self to save as farmers do in the 
old country and in the New Eng 
land States. A mighty fine exam 
ple of our waste is demonstrated 
in the gathering and preserving 
of our blackberry crop, It would 
be hard to even estimate the bu 
shels oy barrels of — blackberries 
grown in Southeast Alabama cach 
year, I doubt that we save more 
than 25 per cent of the berries 
produced, I cannot imagine any 
reason for this waste unless we do 
it because the berries grow with 
out work on our part, The black 
berry is one thing that comes to 
us free, and | guess that is why 
we are so careless about SAVINE 
them, 

I yealize that blackberries rip 
en at a time when most of the 
farmers are busy, but with a lit 
tle forethought we could casily m- 
range to save all the berries and 
not neglect our crop, The first 
thing to do is to do some real 
good thinking and planning and 
then see to it that these well laid 
plans are fully carried out. We 
have hundreds of folks all over 
this country who want work and 
who will work for food and old 
clothes. TI would suggest that you 
engage your berry pickers in ad 
vanee and it might be well to ad 
vance them just a little jf they 
are honest. The one thing that 
you want to be sure to remember 
is to begin saving your berries just 
ag soon as they ripen. Try to get 
the first berries and then keep on 
getting them as they ripen. The 
late berries are nevey as good a 
the first ones and it often happens 
that rain or drouth ruins the last 
crop. 

We sometimes find a fellow who 
really thinks that blackberries are 
hardly worth saving, but about all 
you can do for such a man is to 
be sorry for him as he will be half 
fed and half clothed during the 
winter months. TI tell you that we 
have very few things in this part 
of the country which are better for 
us to save than our blackberry 
crop. The berries ean be used for 
jelly, jam, preserves, nectar, wine, 
cordial and pies. We ean use them 
while fresh or we can save them 
for future use, All the above nam 
ed things can be made from the 
blackberry and all these products 
are useful in the kitchen, Noth- 
ing should be wasted and T do hope 
that we farmers will see to it that 
every berry grown on ow farms 
is saved this summer.
